Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  relating  to  the 
Public  Buildings  Department,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following,  which  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings  : 

The  public  buildings  in  charge  of  this  department,  belong- 
ing to  the  city  of  Boston,  number  127,  together  with  3  leased 
buildings  and  40  rooms  in  different  buildings,  variously 
occupied  for  city  purposes.  The  City  Hall  is  occupied 
■entirely  by  the  various  departments  and  offices  of  the  city. 

The  Fire  Department  requires  for  its  service  the  use  of  63 
buildings,  occupied  as  follows  : 


41  Engine-houses. 
6  Chemical-engine  houses. 
2  Combination  wagon-houses. 
1  Hose-house. 


8  Ladder-truck  houses. 
1  Repair-shop. 
3  Fuel-houses. 
1  Headquarters. 


The  buildings  in  use  wholly  by  the  Police  Department 
number  15  ;  12  of  which  are  in  use  for  police  station-houses, 
and  the  remainder  for  lock-ups ;  the  remaining  police  sta- 
tions, which  number  4,  are  in  other  city  buildings. 

This  department  also  has  charge  of  the  City  Hall 
(Charlestown  District),  Faneuil  Hall  and  Faneuil-Hall  Mar- 
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ket  house,  Charity  Bureau,  Old  State  House,  and  stables  of 
the  Department  of  Sanitary  Police. 

Estates  numbered  37  Pemberton  square,  12  and  14  Beacon 
street,  rooms  in  Exchange  building,  State  street,  Tremont 
building,  and  Historical  building,  were  occupied  for  city 
offices. 

The  amount  expended  the  past  year  for  rents  and  taxes 
for  outside  property  has  been  $25,378.07. 

The  public  buildings  occupy  1,317,834  square  feet  of  land. 

The  school-houses  owned  by  the  city  number  194,  occupy- 
ing 3,841,868  square  feet  of  land. 

In  addition,  31  buildings  were  leased  for  school  purposes, 
at  a  rental  of  $22,285.19,  and  contained  65  school-rooms. 

The  Court  House  and  County  Jail  are  used  for  county 
purposes  alone. 

The  Municipal  District  Courts  number  seven,  and  occupy 
rooms  in  city  buildings  in  various  sections  of  the  city. 

The  county  buildings  cover  232,165  square  feet  of  land.

The  last  three  buildings  having  been  accepted  during  the 
past  year. 

All  the  buildings  for  the  Hospital  Department,  construc- 
tion on  which  was  first  commenced  the  first  of  1893,  have 
been  completed  and  occupied,  with  the  exception  of  the  sur- 
gical operating  building.  Work  on  this  building  is  now  being 
rapidly  pushed  and  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occu- 
pancy during  this  year. 

The  grading  of  City  Hospital  grounds  and  the  grading 
and  paving  of  the  yard  of  the  Gibson  Grammar  School, 
Dorchester,  have  been  completed.  The  contract  for  the 
part  grading  and  paving  of  the  yard  of  the  Stoughton 
District  Grammar  School,  Dorchester,  work  on  which  was 
stopped  during  the  winter,  will  commence  again  shortly, 
and  will  be  finished  in  two  months.  Plans  were  also  made 
for  the  grading  and  paving  of  the  yard  of  the  William 
Wirt  Warren  School,  Brighton,  and  the  Blackington  School, 
East  Boston. 

Several  matters  of  dispute  between  the  contractors  and 
the  city  have  been  amicably  settled,  viz. :  Buttresses,  Brigh- 
ton High  School ;  doorway,  Genesee-street  Primary  School ; 
kitchen  furnishings,  City  Hospital.  The  contractor  for  the 
installation  of  the  heating  apparatus  at  the  Genesee  Street 
Primary  School,  has  been  requested  several  times  to  properly 
adjust  said  apparatus,  but  no  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
communications.  Unless  measures  are  taken  by  the  con- 
tractor to  immediately  put  the  apparatus  in  proper  condition, 
the  terms  of  the  contract  will  be  enforced.  There  is  still  a 
balance  due  said  contractors  on  the  contract.  A  few  matters 
of  adjustment  at  the  Stoughton  District  and  Bowdoin  Dis- 
trict Grammar  Schools  will  be  attended  to  by  the  contractors 
within  a  short  time. 

Besides  the  supervision  of  the  foregoing  constructions  and 
the  making  of  necessary  detail  drawings,  etc.,  in  connection 
with  the  same,  plans  have  been  made  for  the  following  altera- 
tion work : 

Alteration  of  Probate  Building  into  Institutions  Depart- 
ment offices. 

Alteration  of  dome  and  fifth  floor,  City  Hall,  into  offices. 
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Alteration  of  Water  Board  stable,  Albany  street. 
Alteration  of  Breed's  Island  water  tower. 
Alteration  of  Pumping- Station,  Elm  wood  street,  into  Ward- 
room, Ward  19. 

Alteration  of  Domestic  Building,  New  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Alteration  of  boiler  setting,  Cudworth  School. 
Alteration  of  Pierpont  School  for  Ward-room,  Ward  7. 

With  the  exception  of  the  latter,  contracts  have  been  let, 
and  reconstruction  commenced. 

The  alterations  of  dome  and  fifth  floor,  City  Hall,  will 
give  additional  office  area  in  this  building  of  some  12,000 
square  feet.  The  dome,  which  has  been  unoccupied  for  some 
years,  has  been  altered  into  large  and  light  offices,  which 
have  proved  eminently  satisfactory  to  the  different  depart- 
ments assigned  to  them.  When  these  alterations  are  com- 
pleted,  it  will  allow  of  the  removal  of  several  offices,  now  oc- 
cupying rooms  in  private  buildings,  to  the  City  Hall.  A 
new  elevator  has  been  contracted  for,  and  is  now  being  in- 
stalled to  take  the  place  of  the  old  one  so  long  in  use. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  also  made  and  accepted  by 
the  Institutions  Commissioner  for  the  construction  of  boiler- 
house  at  Deer  Island.  This  building  has  been  built  by  the 
prisoners  on  the  island. 

With  the  possibility  that  in  the  near  future  Faneuil  Hall, 
now  in  a  state  of  decay,  will  be  restored  and  put  in  proper 
and  safe  condition,  careful  measurements  of  this  historic 
building  have  been  taken  by  the  office  force,  and  complete 
drawings  have  been  made.  An  approximate  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  these  proposed  alterations  has  been  furnished  the 
Mayor.
